yearly for want of the means of transport. Every conceivable 
impediment has been thrown in the way of the commerce of 
Wallachia, Balgaria, and all the countries of which the Danube 
is the great highway and means of exit; vexatious and costly 
quarantines have been established ; the mouth of the river has 
been intentionally, fraudulently, and in violation of solemn en- 
gagements, blocked up, so that constant transhipment is necessary 
in the case of vessels of any sonsiderable draft; and in this way 
the Danubian commerce has been systematically minimized, and 
would long since have been crashed altogether but for its 
wonderfal elasticity and the extent and magnitude of its native 
inherent resources. 

We must look at ouce for a remedy for this state of things and 
h @ series of well-contrived

THE SUGAR DUTIES. 


We had hoped that the question of the Sugar Duties had been 
finally disposed of by the Act of 1848. Three circumstances have 
led to the subject being once more reopened, though, we are 
happy to say, not as a question of protection—not as between 
the producers in the colonies and the producers in foreign 
countries, but simply as to the fairest mode of levying the revenue 
in respect to the different qualities of sugar produced. The 
three circumstances are these :—1. It is alleged that the duties 
which will come into operation on the 5th of July will bear 
unduly upon the whole of the lower class of sugars, colonial as 
well as foreign ; and that whereas a large portion of the West 
India sugars are of such low quality, and a large por- 
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that it is not an infringement of that principle to arrest 
farther decline of the sngar duties to the lowest point con- 
compare by the Act of 1848, which would take place cn the 
5th of ‘ 

In aie that the exact nature and effect of the | 
changes may be the better , let us first explain how 
the law stands at this moment, and what changes would take 
place on the Sth July in pursuance of the existing law.

According to this scale, the lowest rate now applicable to 
foreign sugars would vanish, and all the various qualities from 
the lowest brown up to the white clayed standard would pay 
the same duty of 10s the cwt, which would iaclude sugars 
which donot yield more than 50 per cent. of refined sugar, and 
others which yield from 72 to85 per cent. In order to-remedy 
this inequality, ic has been proposed to adopt a system of refining 
in bond, paying the duty upon the products from the manufactory 
Undoubtedly, could this plan be adopted without serious ob- 
jections of other kinds, it would be the most. effectual for securing 
a rate of duty upon each quality of sugar exactly proportioned 
to the saccharine matter which it contains. We do not upon this 
occasion propose to enter upon a consideration of all the argu- 
ments for and against the system ; but certain it is, and the Go- 
vernment seems to have arrived at that conclusion, that the argu- 
ments against refining in bond—whether regarded as a question 
of revenue, as a question in the interest of the refiners con- 
sidering the excise restiictious to which they would be exposed, 
or a8 & question affecting ultimately the interests of the West 
Indians, which must be prejudiced by anything that detracts from 
economy of production—are such as entirely to counterbalance all 
the advantages which could be anticipated from that system. 
No ene now contends for compulsory refining in bond of all 
sugars ; and if optional refining were permitted, it is obvious 
that all low sugars would be refined in that way, and that good 
sugars yielding a large quantity of saccharine would be refined as 
at present, and that in consequence the revenue would suffer 
severely. 

Rejecting that plan, it is obvious that the only other mode by 
which the same object can be obtained is to adopt a classification 
of duties in rel»tion to qualities more nearly calculated in relation 
to the intrinsic value of the sugars. By the introduction of a 
lower duty as applicable to ali those classes of brown sugars 
which yield an wags of saccharine, the complaints to 
which we have adv would be met. But then it is obvious 
that everything must depend upon the standard which is adopted 
for the pémiccine of these lowsugars. Hitherto the low standard 
poner eto foreign sugar has been of so inferior a quality, 

t very little has been admitted under it. Of 396,300 tons 
of consumed in 1853, only 9,000 tons were admitted at the 
low duty. The Government, however, now proposes in applying 
this low scale to allsugers in future, colonial as well as foreign, to 
improve the standard so considerably, as practically to admit all

Sicz we last wrote an abundant supply of moisture has given an 
i impulse to v jon, and set at rest all forebodings 
whieh the long drought, especially a few bitterly cold nights 
about # fortnight ago, bad begun to excite.

The fine sunny days and high temperature in 
the beginning of this month forced the grain into rapid germination, and it 
e00n made its appearance above ground, progressing rapidly, till the chilly 
north and east winds gave a considerable check to ite progress. Things were 
not so auspicious as regarded the later sown, as the dronght continuing to 
nearly the close of April, the strong land became so baked that the seed 
could not be got in to any advantage, and some remained uneown till the eea- 
sonable vain which has fallen within the last few daye. We hear great 
compleints: of that which wae sown on the stiff soils in the midet of the 
drought. not coming vp for want of moisture ; and its present appearance is 

Promising, being exceedingly irregular and patchy. We hope 
the genial showers which are now falling will greatly and speedily improve 
these crope. We are happy. to be able to report that the wheat has taken less 
damege from the lack of moisture than any other grain crop. In many situa- 
tions it looks nea itby, and, with the late showere, luxuriant. We by no means 

tofofer that euch is generally the case, as many complaints are made of 

‘plant being too scanty to make a good crop; and, where this occurs, the 
long drought and cold east wind have tended to increase the evil. The breadth 
Of thie grain now growing exoceds that for many years past, and, taking into 

the small quantity of rain which fellin March and April, and 
the Bonsequent long drought, it is with pleasure we are able to report that the 
corn crops generally have not suffered in a degree which will prove of perma- 
nent injery to them.

MEALTH OF LonDO¥ DURINGTHE WEEK.—In the last three weeks the mor- 
tality of London has been high, and the return for the week that ended last 
Saturday manifests a decided tendency to increase. The deaths which in the 
last two weeks of April were respectively 1,193 and 1,211, rose in the first 
week of May to 1,268. Imthe ten corresponding weeks of the years 1844-53 
the average number was 951, which if raised in proportion to increase of popu- 
lation becomes 1,046. Hence it appears that 217 persons died last week above 
the aumber derived by calculation from the expe:ience of former seasons, The 
increase is owing in part to a great depression of the mean temperature, which 
fell from 52°6 deg. in the third week of. April to 43°0 deg, in the fourth. 
Though it has subsequently risen to 48°9 deg., the atmo-pheric changes, which 
thess pumbers represent, have effected human life to some extent, as will be 
seen by the deaths in the last three weeks from diseases of the respiratory 
organ’, which were successively 202, 186, and 226. The average of Jast week 
in previous years was 167, Persons who died of other diseases would al+o suf- 
fer from the same cause. Last week the births of 995 boys and 890 girls, in 
all 1,869 children, were registered ip Londov. In nine weeks of 
the years 1845-58 the average pumber was 1,465. At the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, the mean beight of the berometer in the week wag 29°329 in. The 
mean temperature of the week was 48-9 deg., which is 2°5 deg. below the 
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{ Mayas, 
average of the same week in 38 years. The mean dew-point temperature. was 
44°8 deg. ; and the difference between it and the mean temperature of the air 
was 41 deg. The wind blew generally from the south-west, Rain fell on 


day but Thursday, though the whole amount of the week did not exceed 0-40 in, 
and of this more than the half fell on Monday.

ADVANCE IN THE PRICE OF WaHisky.—The Cork Reporter of Wednesday 
says :—“ The distillers of Cork have this day fixed the price of whisky at és 24 
per gallon, being only an advance of 6d per gallon. The distillers have reduced 
the short price by 4d.” 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 


FRANCE. 

There is no change in the commercial and industrial situation of 
Paris since last week. The retail trade, particularly in articles of 
dress, continues very brisk, and is by no means interior to the average 
amount of preceding years at this season. The accounts from L ' 
St Etienne, Tarare, Roubaix, and Mulheusen mention a mar. 
improvement in the industrial position of those cities, which have 
been lately visited by numerous purchasers from Paris. Commercial 
relations with Russia are, for the moment, interrupted, the prohibition 
to export specie rendering all intercourse with that country impos- 
sibfe. The Czar is said to be making strenuous exertions to organise 
a transit trade through Prussia. The price of grain has again 
increased in our markets, notwithstanding the cheering po 
received from all quarters respecting the appearance of the crops. 
The rise, which can only be.temporary, does not exceed one franc per 
hectolitre in the districts from which Paris derives its supplies. 
Letters from Bordeaux state that a great improvement was observ- 
able in the districts visited last year by the oidium. 
crop, however, was not expected.. The last frosts have done. injury 
in Burgundy, and it is caloulated that the falling-off in the. vintage 
will be about one-fourth. The price of brandy maintained itself in 
Paris at 190f.; but at Bordeaux it had fallen to 175f 500, with 
few buyers. 


TURKEY AND. RUSSIA. 

Since the bombardment of Odessa, the combined fleets in the Black 
Sea have been principally occupied in capturing merchant vessels, iD 
which they have been very successful. A vast body of troops is now 
being concentrated at Shumla, and the important addition of some 
35,000 English and French soldiers has materially strengthened 
hands of Omar Pacha. The Russians have made no further progress 
in the Dobrudcha; but we learn that they have thrown up extensive 
entrenchments. Silistria heid out at the date of our latest advices. The 
arrival of fresh English and French troops at Constantinople has been 
incessant, and we may shortly expect to hear of some important field 
operations, especially as Lord Raglan has reached his destination. 
General Baraguay d’Hilliers has been re-calied, and been appointed to 
an important command “under the orders of the Emperor,” #t the 
camp at St Omer. , 

From the Baltic we have no important intelligence. The combined 
fleets have continued their onward progress towa:ds Cronstadt. The 
ice has broken up in the Gulf at a little distance from Cronstadt, 
which will be very probably accessible at the end of the moath. The 
approach of hostilities is strongly feit at St Petersburg, and measures

In 
communicating this resolution to the Consul of Her Britannic Ma- 
jesty, Count Nesselrode offered to that agent his passport, while he 
announced to M. de Castillon that the Emperor Nicholas authorised 
him to continue to reside at St Petersburg. The French Government 
refused to accept the benefit of the difference of treatment which the 
Russian Cabinet wi~hed to establish between the Consuls of the two 
allied Powers, and has directed M. de Castillon to withdraw from his 
post. 

AMERICA. 

The mercantile accounts received from New York this week show 
that both trade and monetary affairs continued very susceptible to the 
influenee of the fluctuating character of matters in Europe. The 
stock markets bad experienced a decided rally, but were, nevertheless, 
very unsettled. In the stock market, United States’ Six per Cents.

The 
New York Herald states that a corr dence relative to the free na- 
vigation of the Amazon had taken place between the lish Chargé 
d’Affaires to Washington and the Peruvian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs.. The English Oharge d’Affaires received answer that the 
treaty between Brazil and Peru gave the former Government privi- 
leges and advantages not allowed to any other nation. A dreadfal 
conflagration occurred in the Broadway, New York, on the 25th ult. 
A-large ‘amount of Property was destroyed. 

The total amount of gold-dust shipped from California during the 
first’ three months of the present year amounted to 10,679,120 dols.

Yesterday the corre- 
spondent of a contemporary, writing from Paris, “that the 
alarm of war has had a very depressing effect on commerce, especially 
since the commencement of the present year.” It with beremembered 
that Paris is the principal manufacturing aud eommercial ‘town of 
France, and that a large part of its manutactures are for the courts 
and the opulent classes on the Continent. The alarm of war may 
well, therefore, interrupt French trade and diminish the demand for 
money in France, while our trade has as yet suffered mo interrup 
tion—the cessation of our intercourse with Russia having in fact 
driven our merchants to seek new sources of supply, in which they 
have been successful.
